Tables  are  also  appended,  showing  the  pre¬ 
miums  and  losses  in  various  classes  of  Insurance,  business  transacted 
in  the  Province,  also  amounts  written  and  at  risk. 

During  the  agency  license  year  (February  15th,  1929,  to  February 
15th,  1930),  5,487  certificates  of  authority  were  issued  in  the  follow¬ 
ing  classes:  2,078  life  certificates,  1,303  hail  certificates,  259 
casualty  certificates  and  1,847  being  for  fire  and  other  classes;  there 
were  also  two  special  brokers’  licenses  issued  and  32  adjusters’ 
licenses.  Six  agents’  certificates  of  authority  were  cancelled  during 
the  year  for  infractions  of  the  Act,  and  nine  applications  for  licenses 
rejected.

Sir: — I  have  the  honour  to  submit,  herewith,  the  Tenth  Annual 
Report  of  the  operations  of  the  Office  of  the  Fire  Commissioner. 
This  covers  the  period  from  January  1st  to  December  31st,  1929, 
and  is  in  accordance  with  Section  35  of  Chapter  34  of  the  Statutes 
of  Alberta,  1926,  being  an  Act  to  Provide  for  the  Prevention  and 
Suppression  of  Fires. 

During  1929  several  very  large  conflagrations  occurred  in  the 
Province,  principally  at  Wainwright,  Tofield,  and  Three  Hills,  in¬ 
creasing  the  fire  losses  to  the  extent  of  being  the  greatest  yet  re¬ 
corded;  being  an  increase  of  $333,170.42  over  the  year  1928.  There 
were  reported  to  the  office  of  the  Fire  Commissioner  by  fire  insur¬ 
ance  companies,  adjusters  of  fire  losses,  local  assistants  and  insured 
persons  sustaining  losses,  2,046  fires,  indicating  a  total  loss  to 
property  of  $4,070,789.98,  as  against  2,468  fires  and  a  loss  of 
$3,737,619.56  for  1928.  It  will  be  noted  the  number  of  fires  were 
greater  in  1928,  but  the  amount  of  loss  less. 

While  many  of  the  better  class  of  buildings  in  cities  and  towns 
are  being  built  or  are  already  partially  rebuilt  of  fire-resistive 
material  and  their  conflagration  hazards  are  being  thus  reduced  each 
year,  villages  and  smaller  communities  offer  fuel  for  sweeping  fires. 
Such  was  the  case  in  the  Wainwright,  Tofield  and  Three  Hills  losses, 
where  damage  was  occasioned  to  buildings  and  contents  of  approx¬ 
imately  $272,000,  $50,000  and  $109,000  respectively.  In  each  of  the 
cases  of  these  conflagrations,  the  fires  could  have  been  put  out  at 
the  commencement,  had  there  been  adequate  fire-fighting  equipment 
available,  but  without  which,  and  aided  by  a  strong  wind,-  the  fire 
spread  to  adjoining  property  and  was  soon  out  of  control,  resulting 
in  a  disastrous  loss. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  rebuilding  of  the  destroyed  areas  has 
not  been  haphazardly  carried  out,  but  in  conformity  with  sound 
building  by-laws,  having  regard  to  fire  hazards  and  in  accordance 
with  regulations  of  the  Town  Planning  Commission.  Considerable 
investigation  was  undertaken  by  the  Fire  Commissioner’s  office  to 
ascertain  the  cause  of  the  fires  in  each  case ;  no  evidence  was  ob¬ 
tained,  however,  to  indicate  that  the  fires  were  other  than  of 
accidental  origin. 
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During  the  year  “Clean-up  Week”  in  the  spring  and  “Fire  Pre¬ 
vention  Week”  in  the  fall,  were  regularly  observed.  An  extensive 
campaign  was  conducted  during  “Fire  Prevention  Week,”  partic¬ 
ularly  in  cities,  where  fire  prevention  films  were  displayed  in  theatres 
and  store  window  displays  were  made.  Posters  and  literature 
were  distributed  throughout  Alberta,  and  radio  broadcasts  given.  An 
exhibit  was  also  conducted  at  the  exhibition  held  in  Edmonton  in 
July,  which  proved  so  very  satisfactory  that  we  anticipate  repeating 
the  experiment  this  year  not  only  at  Edmonton,  but  at  the  Calgary 
exhibition  also.  Practical  demonstrations  of  lightning  rod  pro¬ 
ficiency  was  given  by  means  of  a  machine  generating  electricity  to 
produce  a  lightning  spark  and  models  of  farm  buildings  both  rodded 
and  unrodded  and  of  wire  fences;  also  models  of  livestock,  etc. 
These  demonstrations  created  considerable  interest,  as  did  the  several 
fire  hazards,  which  were  also  demonstrated  with  the  exhibit. 

During  the  session  of  1930,  the  Legislature  assented  to  an  act 
respecting  the  control  of  electrical  energy  (Chapter  43,  1930; 
approving  the  Canadian  Electrical  Code.  In  deciding  to  construct 
future  installations  in  accordance  with  provisions  of  this  electrical 
code,  Alberta  is  in  line  with  Quebec,  Nova  Scotia,  Ontario,  Saskat¬ 
chewan  and  British  Columbia.  In  British  Columbia,  Saskatchewan 
and  Quebec  the  code  is  administered  by  a  Government  department  ; 
in  Ontario  by  the  Hydro-electric  Power  Commission,  and  in  Nova 
Scotia  by  the  Fire  Prevention  Board.  The  Canadian  Electrical 
Code  was  compiled  in  1927  by  a  committee  of  the  Canadian  Engineer¬ 
ing  Standards  Association. 

This  department  has  contributed  generously  in  furthering  the  aims 
and  objects  of  the  Canadian  Electrical  Code  since  the  erection  of 
high  tension  wires,  distributing  power  throughout  the  Province  at 
high  voltage,  is  developing  important  new  hazards  which  we  must 
be  prepared  to  guard  against.  The  Electrical  Energy  Act  enacted 
at  the  last  session  of  the  Alberta  Legislature,  when  put  into  effect 
in  its  entirety,  will  control  the  use  and  transmission  of  electrical 
energy  through  rigorous  supervision  and  inspection. 

During  the  year  eighty  fires,  the  causes  of  which  were  considered 
as  of  suspicious  origin,  were  investigated,  as  a  result  of  which  forty- 
three  informations  and  complaints  were  laid  and  twenty-seven  con¬ 
victions  obtained,  as  indicated  in  Table  No.  7.  As  a  result  also  of 
the  investigations  so  conducted,  defects  in  construction  were  revealed, 
also  various  hazards  and  over-insurance.  Remedies  were,  of  course, 
immediately  effected  in  relation  to  causes  and  spread  of  fire  by 
adoption  of  fire  preventive  measures. 

During  the  same  period  699  towns  and  villages  were  visited  and 
inspected  and  1,354  written  orders  issued  for  the  correction  of 
defects  from  a  fire  prevention  standpoint.  Details  of  inspection 
indicating  character  of  orders  issued  may  be  found  in  Table  No.  6.  As 
is  the  usual  annual  practice,  as  many  hospitals,  theatres,  and  amuse¬ 
ment  halls  as  it  was  possible  to  visit  were  inspected  and  re-inspected, 
having  in  view  the  safety  of  the  public.  Government  institutions, 
particularly  the  Mental  Hospitals  at  Ponoka,  Oliver  and  Red  Deer 
and  the  gaols  at  Fort  Saskatchewan  and  Lethbridge  were  thoroughly 
inspected  and  inspection  reports,  together  with  recommendations  for 
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improvements,  forwarded  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works  for 
attention. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  those  whose  aid  has 
been  offered  and  solicited,  from  time  to  time,  in  matters  pertaining 
to  fire  prevention  and  for  the  co-operation  extended  by  the  Fire 
Companies  and  Adjusters  and  Fire  Chiefs,  in  immediately  reporting 
fires  of  suspicious  origin;  and  by  Local  Assistants  and  Secretary- 
Treasurers  in  reporting  the  compliance  or  non-compliance  of  orders 
issued  to  remedy  conditions.
